Watchmakers’ Society of New York Pass 
Resolutions on Death of M. Immisch. 


At the monthly meeting of the Watch- 

ikers’ Society of New York a report 
was made by F. Alt, in which he informed 
h: members of the recent death of M. Im- 
misch, an eminent horologist of London. 
Mr. Alt gave a brief sketch of the life of 
Mr. Immisch, after which he introduced the 
ollowing resolutions on his death, which 
were adopted by the society: 

Whereas, In the death of Moritz Immisch, which 
occurred in London, England, on Sept. 9, 1903, 
the science and art of horology has suffered the

Whereas, It is justly due the memory of this 
eminent horologist that proper action be taken by 
the Watchmakers’ Society of New York, in recog- 

n of his services in behalf of the craft by his 
writings, which are of world-wide renown and 
stly meritorious, and as an expression of our 
great sorrow at his death. Therefore, be it 
lved, That it is the sense of this society 
that in the death of M. Immisch the Watch- 
makers’ Society of New York, and the profession 
at large, sustains an irreparable loss. Be it

solved, That a record of these resolutions be 
made in the proceedings of the society and a copy 
furnished the trade press with a request that 
hey be published.

Mention is made in the Goldsmiths’ records 
of 1635 of pewter marked like silver, and 
of a petition of that company to the Lords 
of the Council pointing out the undesirabil- 
ity of the practice, and many such entries 
occur later. On the 17th March of that 
year, the pewterers received “the order 
from the Lord Maior and Court of Aldren 
concerning the strixing of the Marke proper 
to the Goldsmithes,’” which was read and 
ordered to be observed. This offense of 
putting silver marks on pewter seems to 
have been very general, and as it was not 
an infraction of the laws of the Pewterers’ 
Company, was often allowed to pass with 
little notice. In 1681-2 John Blackwell was 
charged with selling trencher plates with- 
out any other mark than the silver mark, 
and was fined; while in 1754, it was or- 
dered that Messrs. Bourchier & Richard 
Cleeve be permitted to dispose of 12 dozen

admission of members to the Company; in- 
deed it was practically impossible for an 
outsider who had not been apprenticed to 
the Company in the regular way to enter 
its ranks, Country pewterers were ineligi 
ble for membership. Both journeymen and 
apprentices were kept under their master’s 
surveillance, and were allowed to be 
away on Sunday until after Evensong, and 
then not to engage in unlawful sports. Ap 
prentices were bound for at least seven 
years, and often for longer terms extending 
to nine or 10 years. They were to attend 
the Hall in cleanly apparel and without their

Amusements were allowed, but 
games of chance, such as “shove-groat,”’ 
strictly forbidden. 

The number of apprentices was limited 


by various enactments; no one was allowed 
to set up a workman before submitting 
“a proofe peece of his owne makinge” to 
be examined by the Master, Wardens and 
Assistants, and all new brethren were 
quired to present a silver spoon, while of- 
ficers gave silver bowls or nests of cups, 
which provided the Company with a goodly 
store of plate, which disappeared as often 
as it became necessary to comply with 
royal demands for financial aid. 

The selling price of pewter was fixed by 
the Company; gilding was strictly prohibit 
ed and fines for bad metal or workmanship 
were impartially inflicted upon all, not ex 
cepting the Master and Wardens. 

During the time of the Commonwealth, 
a Major Purling made dishes, plate 
trenchers and sundry other sorts of ware 
called “Silverum,”’ alluding to silver, “be- 
ing, as is conceived, very prejudicial to this 
company.”

66 OW much work do you expect from 

your watchmakers and your jewelry 
repairers, in the course of a week?” was 
the question propounded to a fairly success- 
ful jewelry dealer by THE ONLOOKER, re- 
cently. “Well,” was his reply, after a mo- 
ment’s reflection, “if my workmen cannot 
each turn in fully $70 worth of miscellaneous 
repair jobs, and repairing of the finest 
kind, at that, I would not allow them to re- 
tain their positions very long.” 

When astonishment was expressed at 
this, as being a very high estimate, the re- 
ply was, “I do not think that that is claim- 
ing too much, and I am surprised at your 
thinking so. I would be willing to guar- 
antee that if I could have five good arti- 
sans, they could turn out _ sufficient 
work every week to earn tip-top wages and 
net me an average profit of not less than 
$250 every week. I put it moderately, for 
I think they would give me $300 to the 
good. That is,” added he, musingly, “if 
I could get the orders for keeping them 
busy.” . 

And then, seeing that this loop-hole 
seemed inconsistent, or rather a contra- 
diction, he hastened to go on. “The dif- 
ficulty is not the desirability of getting a 
sufficient margin to make this profit, nor 
in the skill, or lack of it, of the workmen, 
but that nowadays there is compara- 
tively not enough of repair work floating 
around. Fifteen years ago, according to 
my experience, there was much more work 
to be done. This is due to more than one

cause. Not the least of these is that the 
workmanship on jewelry and watches has 
so much improved. Then, too, wealth has 
increased so rapidly and wonderfully that 
whereas, then, people had a great propor- 
tion of their own jewelry made over when 
they got tired of old designs and hankered 
for new, now they seem to be able either 
to exchange the old at reduced cost, or to 
buy new freely. Then, too, though the 
layman may believe that when he brings 
his old jewelry to the dealer to have it 
fashioned into new designs, in most cases 
the jeweler goes to the manufacturer and 
gets new goods of the desired design, and 
duly hands these over to the customer, in- 
stead of melting the old stuff, and having 
it remade. 

“In watches there is another factor, also, 
that lessens the demand for repair work. 
There are now so many cheap watches— 
some costing as little as one dollar—in the 
market, that many a man, instead of be- 
ing willing to pay two, three, four dollars 
for repairs on a good watch, prefers to buy 
a new one of the cheap kind, and carry 
it. These cheap watches, though they are 
mostly clock movements, are accurate time 
keepers for a reasonable period, and are 
rather attractive in appearance, so that, as 
you can see, wearers are, on the whole, 
monetarily better off in adopting this 
course. 

“At any rate, I stick to what I stated— 


a workman ought to be able, without work- 


ing harder than a man should, to turn out 
fully three to four times as much as his 
wages, every week, for the dealer who em- 
ploys him.”

Window Arrangement. 


GOOD deal of the successful carrying 
on of a retail business depends on the 
arrangement of the windows. First impres- 
sions, they say, are lasting, and it is from 
the windows of the shop that the retail cus- 
tomer gets his first impressions of the 
dealer. If they are sloppy in appearance, 
dusty, ill arranged, or if the arrangement is 
changed very infrequently, the conclusion 
annot be avoided that the owner of the shop 
does not pay such attention to the details of 
his business as would show in him a nicely 
balanced judgment on little points that his 
customers might reiy on. 

If, on the other hand, the windows are 
interesting and attractive in appearance, fre- 
quently changed in their arrangement, and 
filled with articles in themselves enticing, 
the customer at once gathers a very different 
notion of the shop. 

Coming down to details, it may be said, in 
the first place, that the window should be of 
plate glass and the sides of its sash neatly 
and tastefully ornamented. If the window 
glass be not plate, a great deal of brilliancy 
which would otherwise be present is want- 
ng. Moreover, plate glass always lends an

The flooring of the window space ‘is fre- 
quently done advantageously in inlaid wood; 
oak is an inexpensive floor covering. Wal- 
nut also adds an air of distinctiveness, if 
the other fixings of the window be of the 
darker colors. But, needless to say, the 
choice of a proper material for the flooring 
is practically unlimited. Indeed, in matters 
like this it is possible only to throw out 
suggestions. If the dealer himself has not a 
good eye for the looks of things, all the 
rules in the world will be of no avail 
to him. 

Coming now to the actual stock to be 
exhibited in the window, many firms simply 
make a symmetrical arrangement of the 
various pieces of their ware and trust to the 
beauty of the objects to call sufficient atten- 
tion to their merit. Simply filling the win 
dow, however, in a more or less symmetrical 
way with pieces, of value in themselves, by 
no means always calls the attention wanted 
to their merits. A piece of ware, though 
beautiful, may be passed unnoticed unless 
its surroundings be such as will bring out 
its real merits 

Just what it is that causes a piece of ware 
to be noticed amid certain surroundings and 
ignored among others is hard to say. Prob- 
ably the question as to whether it har 
monizes, as far as its color is concerned, 
with the other pieces near it, and with the 
general environment of the show window, is 
an important consideration. 

The usual methods of arrangement are: 
The circle, or some combination of circles; 
the cross, or lines cutting each other and 
zigzag. Generally speaking, though, the at 
tractiveness of a window depends not so 
much on which of these symmetrical: ar- 
rangements is chosen as on the character 
of the ware and the general surroundings 
which enter into the details of the particu 
lar arrangement chosen. One thing cannot 
be repeated too often—don’t show too much 
ina window. Arrange the ware so that the 
eye can pass easiiy from one piece tp the 
other, and so that there is sufficient likeness 
among the different pieces of ware exhibited 
to allow the mund to make an easy transition 
from each to its neighbor. 

Again, in general, it is a good plan to 
keep pottery and glass distinct—don’t show 
the two in the same window. The general 
character of a window which is suitable for 
showing cut glass is not usually suitable for 
showing pottery. Cut glass can stand a 
greater play of colors in the arrangements 
of the window itself than pottery can. This 
rule, of course, is a wholly general one, and 
there will, no doubt, now and then, arise ex- 
ceptions to it—China, Glass and Pottery 
Review.

Type vs, Tongue. 











A STICK of type is worth a stack ol 
tongue, says Mahins’ Magazine. This 


is probably a narrow and homely way 
of setting forth a broad truth. The 
product of the press has two strong 
advantages peculiar to _ itself Type 
talks to towns while the tongue is labor- 
ing to persuade its neighbor. This fact 
is so true that it has become trite, but the 
second advantage of advertising is not so 
readily recognized. Even if you could 
talk to the entire world, you would still 
need to advertise. 

When you try to convince through con- 
versation, your verbal arguments find the 
buyer on his guard. He will bring forth 
his own opinions and prejudices to defend 
himself against your immediate appeal. A 
printed advertisement seems to possess a 
special privilege; it is granted a pass that 
will admit it into the inner sanctuary of 
men’s hearts. It doesn’t need to hang 
around your business office until it may 
be admitted for but one curt interview. 
Instead, it drops into the library-nook or 
the smoking room, and whispers sugges- 
tions to you, tempts you to wish and turns 
your desires until you claim it as your 
advertising friend. 

When a good advertisement leaves the 
press it is no longer owned by the adver- 
tiser; it belongs to the masses. We wel- 
come a sincere and able advertisement, we 
allow it to associate with our thoughts and 
to influence our desires. Oftentimes 
strong, forcible advertisement, though we 
refuse to give it recognition at first, will 
follow us and haunt our brain until we 
have answered its call. The peculiar ad 
vantage of the printed advertisement is, 
then, in a word, this: it doesn’t knock at 
your front door until it has awakened all 
your prejudices and stubborn distastes, 
but it slips in the back way and opens 
your front door for- you

Pathological Conditions Which Should be 
Recognized by Optometrists. 


By R. H. Knowtres, M.D. 
(Continued from issue of Dec. 9.) 

(7) Pathological Conditions of the Optic 
Nerve.—These conditions may be partial or 
complete, involving a portion of the nerve 
tract or the entire nerve itself. While the 
ophthalmoscope may reveal a swollen con- 
dition of the optic disc without loss of con- 
ducting power so that vision will be but very 
little impaired, still the ophthalmoscopic 
signs may fail and yet considerable evidence 
exists of a diminution of vision having 
taken place. So that opthalmoscopic results 
must reveal nerve tissues involved other 
than the optic nerve in order to demonstrate 
appreciably pathologic changes. 

The disease commonly met with relative 
to the optic disc are three in number, name- 
ly: (1) Papillitis, (2) atrophy of the disc, 
and (3) glaucoma. 

(1) Papillitis has reference to that form 
of optic neuritis which involves the terminal 
branches of the optic nerve at that portion 
known as the optic disc, and in this variety 
of inflammation it is known as the choked 
disc. The disc in this instance is somewhat 
raised and swollen, and this may vary in 
degrees from simple redness to a swollen 
condition, often compared with the rounded 
eminence of a cork from a champagne bot- 
tle. The margin of the disc may or may 
not be well defined. Streaks radiate from 
the center of the disc, outward in all direc- 
tions, similar to the spokes of a carriage 
wheel. The arteries are smaller, while the 
veins appear larger, darker and very tor- 
tuous and pulsating. Even hemorrhages 
may be seen. 

In retro-bulbar-neuritis there are but few 
changes seen with the opthalmoscope, but 
central scotomas are seen, with but slight 
diminution of vision, or amblyopia of the 
toxic variety, while with a total prohibition 
of the use of tobacco, alcohol, quinine and 
other poison will eventuate in a total re- 
covery of vision. 

(2) Atrophy of the disc is characterized 
by a small intensely white or bluish white 
optic disc. The vessels of the central 
retina are very small, running in very nearly 
straight lines. Vision in the two eyes dif- 
fers in a marked degree. Patients complain 
of a marked diminution of vision and sup- 
pose that some kind of a lens will remedy 
the difficulty. The pupils are larger than 
normal, and do not respond readily to the 
influence of light. The field of vision is 
contracted. The patient may also suffer 
from color blindness. 

Relative to the prognosis of this condition, 
generally speaking, there is little or no hope 
for the patient. If the atrophy is due to a 
past papillitis, there is a possibility of a 
change for the better, but if the arteries of 
the central retina are smaller or present a 
shrunken appearance, their is never any 
hope for the patient. 

(3) Glaucoma is a disease which nearly 
always occurs after the 40th year, and the 
subjective symptoms are headaches, with 
continuous pain in the eyes, together with 
the appearance of a halo about the gaslight. 
The headache is at first periodical, until it 





is finally of quite frequent occurrence and 
very severe. The objective signs are an in 
creased tension of the eyeball, and thie 
ophthalmoscopic appearances of the disc are 
peculiar to the disease. The glaucoma cup 
is due to intra-ocular pressure, and the ex- 
cavation is due to the optic nerve being 
pressed backward, and the retina! véssels 
overlap the margin of the disc, fold over and 
disappear. Finally they are seen again, but 
less distinctly, as they cross over the disc, 
and disappear altogether at the point of en- 
trance of the central retina artery. The ar- 
teries are nearly always pulsating. 

One thing should be borne in mind, and 
that is that a patient’s complaint of the above 
symptoms, together with the disposition to 
change lenses for a rapidly developing pres- 
byopia, is a very sure indication that glau- 
coma’ is present. Treatment is in order 
rather than a change made in the lenses. 
During an attack of headache the pain may 
be referred to the temples, the back part of 
the head, and sometimes down the nose, with 
symptoms of nausea, etc. At this time also 
the pupils may be more or &ss immovable 
with a shall6w anterior chamber of the 
aqueous humor. 

Glaucoma is probably due to an excess of 
increase of the intra-ocular fluids with oc- 
clusion of the usual outlets for the same, so 
that intra-ocular pressure is brought about. 

Treatment consists of the following 


formula: 
BR Eseriae Sulphatis, 2 grs. 
Aquae Distl. fi., 1 oz. 
Sig.—One drop in the eye three hours apart. 
(The effect lasts but two hours. It should be 
employed sparingly.) 


The radical cure of chronic glaucoma de- 
pends upon the operation known as iridec- 
tomy. Leeching, cupping, together with 
quiet and sleep, will do much toward effect- 
ing a favorable recovery, and the diet should 
be plain and nourishing. The bowels should 
be regulated in order to avoid straining. 
The eyes should avoid a bright light, and 
everything which would tend to a congestion 
of the eyes should be avoided.

SINE presbyopia or old sight is not an 

error of the static refraction, but only 
a failure of the accommodation or dynamic 
refraction, it is evident that all rules for 
the proper determination of the desired 
lenses must be more or less uncertain, be- 
cause of the varying amount of the total ac- 
commodation present and the variable per- 
centage from the latter, available for pro- 
longed use, which often greatly differs in 
many cases. 

Besides, the reading distance for which 
the glasses are to be used is not uniform, 
but is regulated as follows: 

(1) According to the visual acuity pres- 
ent; (2) according to the nature of the 
occupation for which the glasses are want- 
ed; (3) the habit of the individual to hold 
the reading matter nearer or farther away; 
(4) the size of the person and the length 
of the arms holding the print; (5) the 
strength of the converging power of the 
eyes; (6), and lastly, the illumination by 
which the reading or work is done. 

For that reason we find many rules given 
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by different authors which are, t . 
tain extent, practical enough, but 
reasons already given it would 
policy to follow any of them ex 
without considering the others, 
there are many good as well as we: 
in them all. Therefore, if we can f 

a good working rule, which leav:

The amount of available accommodati 
may be only one-third or one-fourth and, 
possibly, in some few instances, as much as 
two-thirds, or even three-quarters of the 
total amount of the amplitude present. It 
is found by practical experience, however, 
that in the greatest number of cases, on 
half of the fullest amplitude of accommo- 
dation is just the proper amount available, 
while the other half should be held in re 
serve for continued use of the eye in close 
application. The reason why one-half 
should be held in reserve and why it applies 
in the largest number of cases makes this 
principal one of the best and most practical, 
when properly applied in connection with 
other considerations which will be given t 
the reader further on. 

It has been demonstrated by experience 
and otherwise that no kind of muscular ex- 
ertion, when at its utmost, can be kept up 
for more than a few minutes; perhaps in 
some cases slightly longer than that, with- 
out fatigue taking place, and one-half the 
amount of that exertion is just the limit in 
a majority of instances, which may be kept 
up for a prolonged time without exhaus- 
tion. Suppose a man is able to lift 500 Ibs. 
with the utmost exertion of all his muscular 
power—in that case, according to this the 
ory, he would be able to carry as much as 
250 Ibs. for many hours before the same ex 
haustion would take place.

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Curious Horological Automatons. 





HE famous Jaquet-Droz automatons, re- 
cently described in the Jeweler and 
Metal Worker, are well known to many 
readers, but are described below for the 
benefit of a querist: 

Pierre Jaquet-Droz, born at La Chaux-de- 
Fonds in 1721, manifested a special aptitude 
for mechanical invention at an early age. 
He devoted himself particularly to artistic 
horology and the production of automatons. 
One of his clocks went for a very long time 
without being rewound. This kind of per- 
petual movement was produced by different 
metals expanding and contracting at the 
same temperature. They were combined in 
such a way as to act with uniformity and 
method on the mechanism of the clock, of 
which it is impossible to describe the details. 

Another clock, without being touched, an- 
swered the question, “What time is it?” It 
must be presumed that the breath of the 
questioner was sufficient, by a delicate com- 
bination, to put the mechanism in motion. 
Still another exhibited the hours, the min- 
utes, and the seconds, the center of the dial 
indicating the course of the sun through 
the zodiac, the four seasons, and the dif- 
ferent phases of the moon in perfect accord 
with its evolution. 

The dial was lighted at the time of the 
full moon, and the stars appeared and dis- 
appeared at the required intervals. This 
artificial firmament was covered with clouds 
if the weather was unpleasant, or lighted if 
it was clear. As soon as the hour was 
struck, a chime was heard. It played nine 
different melodies, to which an echo re- 
sponded. A lady seated in a balcony, hold- 
ing a book in her hand, accompanied the 
music with gesture and look, from time to 
time took a pinch of snuff, and bowed to 
those who opened the glass door of the 
clock. When the chiming was ended, a 
canary, standing on the hand of a child, 
whose gestures expressed admiration, sang 
eight different airs. A shepherd came in his 
turn and played on the flute, and two chil- 
dren danced around. Suddenly one of the 
children threw himself on the floor in order 
to make the other lose his balance, and then 
turned towards the spectators, pointing at 
his companion with his finger. Near the 
shepherd a lamb bleeted from time to time, 
and a dog approached his master, to caress 
him and to watch over a basket of apples. 
If any one touched the fruit he would bark 
until it was put back in its place. 

The principal inventions were three auto- 
matons, whose perfection exceeded every- 
thing which had ever been known in this 
class of work, the “Young Musician,” the 








“Draughtsman,’ and the “Writer.” A 
young woman, seated at the harpsichord, 
executed several pieces of music with dex- 
terity, without any person touching the in- 
strument. The draughtsman was seated on 
a stool, made drawings with a pencil, 
sketching them correctly and then shading 
them. From time to time he raised his hand 
to examine his work the better, corrected 
some defect, and blew the dust from the 
paper. 

Henri Louis, having gone to Versailles, 
exhibited his automatons to the king. The 
draughtsman, to the amazement of the whole 
court, sketched the portrait of the French 
King with a laurel wreath on his head. 

It is not wonderful that their fame in- 
creased. Jaquet-Droz went over to Eng- 
land; he placed the draughtsman before the 
king, and soon the hands of the automaton 
were actively at work, but the surprise of 
those present was boundless when they be- 
held, not the image of the King of France, 
which they had expected, but that of the 
English monarch. 

The draughtsman would also draw a small 
dog, under which he wrote the words, “Mon 
Toutou,” and a picture of Cupid seated in a 
triumphal carriage drawn by a butterfly. 
All these objects the little android sketched 
with the ease of a live person. The 
draughtsman of Jaquet-Droz was not, how- 
ever, the most remarkable of the works cre- 
ated by the inexhaustible genius of this ar- 
tist. Let one judge from the “Writer,” 
seated before an isolated desk, without con- 
tact with any person. He would dip his pen 
in the inkstand and write, without dictation, 
slowly it is true, but distinctly and correct- 
ly. Each word occupied a suitable place at 
the desired distance from the preceding; 
when a line was finished he commenced a 
new one, leaving between them the neces- 
sary space. The movements of the eyes, and 
of the arms and hands, were admirably imi- 
tated. The “Writer” might even be inter- 
rupted. He stopped in the middle of a 
word, if asked, and wrote another. 

Despite the high development of the me- 
chanical arts, these androids have not been 
equaled up to the present time. They are 
unique, and art experts have estimated their 
value at 150,000 marks (£7,500).

Naturally Col. Lincoln was averse to let- 
ting the watch go to one not of the Revere 
blood, but his friend’s request seemed t 
offer to him an admirable opportunity to set 
the seal on a friendship which had meant 
much to them both, as well as to Miss 
Dwight, so he consented to part with the 
watch, and it became the property, the day 
she became Mrs, Crane, of the woman both 
men wished to please. 

The number of the watch, which had an 
18 karat gold case, is 24,650, and that it was 
well made is demonstrated by the fact that 
to-day, 128 years after the night it served the 
owner on his famous ride, it keeps good 
time.

system might not have been derived from a 
more tangible foundation. 

As a metric system of length it does not 
stand alone, but is intimately associated 
with a decimal system. As a measure of 
length, the “meter” represents units; as a 
measure of capacity, the “liter’’ is its unit; 
measure of surface, the “are” is its 
unit: as a measure of weight, the “gram” 
is its unit. Ascending in value from each 
unit the measure is multiplied by 10, and 
bears a Greek prefix indicating its value, 
as “decameter,” which is 10 meters; “hec- 
tameter,’ which is 100 meters, and “kilo- 
meter,” which is 1,000 meters. Similarly 
descending in value the terms bear Latin 
prefixes, indicating their relation to the 
rnit, and include the decimeter, which is 
1/10 of a meter; centimeter, which is 
1/100 of a meter, and millimeter, which is 
1/1,000 of a meter. 

The accompanying tables show the vari 
ous units with corresponding factors in 
other branches of the system. 

The metric system was originated, in all 
probability, under the reign of the Great 
Napoleon, and was legalized in France in 
the year 1801, when it met with most lively 
opposition; it was again abolished in the 
year 1812, and a return to the old standard 
was ordered by the Government. It was 
only in the year 1840 when its adoption 
was made compulsory. From this time on 
most civilized governments adopted the 
metric system as a governmental measure, 
with the exception of Great Britain and 
the United States, both of which countries. 
however, legalized the system and appointed 
a commission to report on its advantages 
and disadvantages. 

Both of these commissions did not find 
its advantages sufficiently tempting to rec- 
ommend its adoption as a standard meas- 
ure, but preferred rather to leave it to 
gradual appreciation in the face of the great 
sacrifices to be made. The most prominent 
advantage it contained, according to the 
English commission, was in the school in- 
struction department, where it would save 
two-thirds of the time wasted by scholars 
in the prevailing mode of arithmetical calcu- 
lation,

According to the Constitution of the 
nited States, Congress has authority to 





fix the standards of weights and measures, 
but had never done so until the year 1866, 
when it legalized the metric system. The 
“standard yard”’ was first legalized in Great 


gritain, in the year 1824. This standard 
was destroyed by fire in 1834. A new 
standard was prepared in 1855, “Bronze 
No. 1.” A copy, “Bronze No. 11,’” was 
presented to the United States. Another 


copy, “Low Moor Iron No. 57,” was sent 
at the same time. 

In the City Hall of New York, on a wall 
in the main passage leading to the west side 
of the building, are placed three signs, two 
of which point to two metal rods. The upper 
sign reads “Federal,” and points to a blank. 
Che second sign points to a rod 10 standard 
British feet long, each foot laid out sepa- 
rately. The lowest sign points to a rod 
with the prefix, “Amsterdam,” and is also 
10 (Dutch) feet long, said feet also laid out 
separately. On comparing the two rods, the 
British and the Dutch, it is noticeable that 
about 9% feet of the British rod are equal 
to 10 feet of the Dutch rod. 

In the earlier years of its existence, the 
American Waltham Watch Co. used the 
metric system of measures in its factory and 
had constructed a very perfect micrometer 
jaw gauge, the dial of which was subdivided 
into the 100th of a mm., but in later years it 
discarded the metric system and now uses 
the inch as a standard.

QueEsTION No. 654.—Soiled Windows.— 

We have double windows which are al- 

ways closed. If we clean them, the follow- 

ing day they sweat and get cloudy and they 
always appear dirty. Can you help us? 
JI. & N. 

ANSWER :—Regarding the sweating of 
your double wi..cows, we would state that 
undoubtedly your trouble comes from the 
fact that there is either an uneven circula- 
tion of air, or an uneven temperature in the 
space between the windows. When the 
temperature on the outside of the window 
is different from the temperature inside, or 
in the space between the double windows, 
that uneven temperature of circulation of air 
causes the excess of moisture in the tempera- 
ture either outside or within to be depos- 
ited on the glass, which, as a result, either 
sweats or becomes dim. The only remedy 
of which we know is to preserve some kind 
of a circulation in proximity to the panes 
of glass that sweat, or to have such venti- 
lation as will bring.an even temperature 
in the proximity of the glass, both inside 
and outside. One means of securing this is 
a small electric fan, which keeps a certain 
amount of air in circulation. Another 
method is to bore holes in the sashes, or by 
some other means allow the air close to the 
glass to become as nearly the same tempera- 
ture on tue outside as within, 

Question No, 655.—Cement for Silver 
Handles.—Please inform me of the best ce- 
ment to fasten manicure and other scissors 
in silver handles, M. S. K. 

ANnswer:—Scissors of all kinds can be 
securely fastened in silver handles with 
soft solder only. Cements of all kinds yield 
after a short time and are unreliable for the 
purpose mentioned. 

Question No. 656,—Cement ‘Filler— 
With what can I fill hollow manicure and 
other handles so as to, save the large amount 
of cement that is usually required? S. M. 

ANSWER :—A great amount of cement can 
be saved if the handles of the various toilet 
articles are filled with sand up to the point 
where the brush or other article touches. 
The remaining space should be filled with 
cement to hold the article firmly in posi- 
tion. 

Question No. 657.—Chipped Intaglio.— 
I chipped a small piece out of the edge 
of a tiger eye intaglio. Will you tell me 
how I can repair the damage? S.A. C. 

ANSWER:—Smooth the edge with a fine 
emery stick and finally rub the smoothed 
surface over a fine oilstone. To polish the 
part use a smal] wood lap, with tripoli com- 
position, on the polishing lathe. 

Question No, 658.—Polishing Scratched 
Silverware.—/] have been repolishing iny 
silverware and have not been able to get 
a fine polish on those from which I re- 
moved some scratches. Can you tell me 
the reason? D. A. F. 

ANsweR:—You, no doubt, used tripoli 
for removing the scratches from the silver 
and did not wash the articles before polish- 
ing them with the rouge brushes and buffs. 
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Tt is absolutely necessary to remove all

traces of tripoli from silver to obtain a beau- 
tiful polish. After washing your work use 
hard rouge on your brushes and buffs to 
obtain a polish and then rewash your work. 
They are then given a high polish by ap- 
plying the finest soft rouge mixed with al- 
cohol to a clean canton flannel buff. 

QUESTION No. 659,—Emery for Charging 
Lap—What kind of emery should I use to 
charge a metal lap? A.M.L. 

ANSWER :—Washington Mills emery, No. 
1x0. Charge the lap with a piece of agate 
if you can obtain it. 


Some Hints on Gold Plating. 


ELECTRO-GILDING AND FIRE GILDING, 
OMPLYING with the request of a cor- 
respondent, the Journal der Gold- 
schmiede Kunst gives a very exhaustive de- 
scription of the process of fire gilding, of 
which the following is a translation: 

The question, “Is fire gilding preferable to 
electro-gilding for any reason?” should be 
answered unconditionally in the negative. 
Fire gilding is now and then required by a 
customer and the goldsmith must be ac- 
quainted with it and know how to execute 
it if he agrees to do so. But he should ex- 
ert all his influence as an expert to over- 
come the prejudice of the layman and should 
be able to furnish proof that electro-gilding 
is in every respect superior to fire gilding 
and consequently, that electro-gilding should 
be preferred to it, 

The layman who imagines that he knows 
better will claim that: (1) Fire gilding 
unites the gold more intimately with the 
underlying metal; (2) fire gilding is more 
durable in consequence thereof; (3) fire 
gilding covers better, because it is denser; 
(4) fire gilding can be applied in greater 
thickness and one knows how much gold 
is laid on. 

But this is not so. Apparently the gold 
unites more intimately with the metal un- 
derneath, even partially alloying with it, 
hence the application is no longer pure fine 
gold. It is quite impossible to cover large 
pieces uniformly with amalgam and to avoid 
all pores. The fine gold will run into the 
hollows, but not into all invisible pores in 
the metallic surface; and here lies the 
trouble. In old vessels, chalices, snuff 
boxes, etc., the fire gilding will be found 
undermined at the exposed places. The 
gold, it is true, is still intact but the under- 
lying metal is decomposed, because the gold 
covering was not tight or dense enough 
and allowed acids to pass through. 

The same peeling off of the gilding can 
never be noticed in strong electro-gilding. 
Porous articles, electro-gilded, remain spot- 
ted until the gold has entered the minutest 
pores. Hence the faults show themselves 
already during the plating. The quicken- 
ing consists of nitric acid. The decomposi- 
tion, or its origin is consequently carried 
into the pores simultaneously with the 
amalgam. Lay a fire gilt piece in nitric acid 
for one week, and also an electro-gilt with

The scales do not lie, hence weigh befor 
giding, and it will be in one’s power 
lay on just as much gold electrically as js 
desired. Fire gilding has no advantages 
-ver electro-plating, but there are draw 
backs. Fire gilding itself does not produce 
a satisfactory shade, but has to be color 
with gilders’ wax or by means of an electric 
battery. A drawback, however, which out 
weighs all the others is the danger result- 
ing from the use of mercury. Young px 
ple can hardly be cautioned too much about 
this danger, for even with the utmost care 
the danger of being poisoned is not excluded 
from those who would do fire gilding every 
day. This danger is at least as great as 
that attending the production of phosphorus 
matches, and I find it quite justifiable and 
natural that workmen decline this work al 
together, for it is unnecessary, since it is 
more than replaced by electro-gilding. 

THE PROCESS OF FIRE GILDING. 

The piece to be gilded, for instance, a 
silver chalice, is screwed apart, annealed 
and boiled clean in a sulphuric acid pickle, 
consisting of water, one liter, and fuming 
sulphuric acid, one tablespoonful. If one 
treatment does not render it clean and 
white, anneal again, allow to cool and bo! 
again. 

The amount of gold which should go 
on the chalice depends upon the pric« 
be paid for the gilding.

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Gems—Familiar More or Less.* 


(BY LECPOLD CLAREMONT. ) 
ZIRCON OR JARGOON. 

7 the zircon or jargoon is one of 

the most unappreciated of gem stones 
is undeniable, yet the reason why such 
should be the case is hard to seek. Not 
only. does this gem possess a range of 
colors of great beauty, but it also pos- 
sesses the property of dispersing and re- 
fracting the light to a degree which is 
only excelled by the diamond itself. 

With the exception of a vivid orange 
and an angelic green, most of the colors 
in which the jargoon occurs can best be 
described as Autumn tints, for they consist 
of innumerable shades of sage green, col- 
umbine red, and russet brown, verging 
into gamboge yellow. There is also a 
white variety, but this is of rare occur- 
rence. The color of some zircons can be 
reduced or removed by the application of 
moderate heat, and it is said that stones 
which have been treated in this way have 
been passed off for diamonds. 

The jargoon or zircon crystallizes in the 
tetragonal system, generally occurring in 
the form of a tetragonal prism combined 
with a tetragonal pyramid: It is also fre- 
quently found in granular fragments. The 
cleavage is indistinct, luster adamantine, 
fracture conchoidal, double refractive, and 
dichroic. Hardness, 7.5; specific gravity, 
4.6. Transparent to opaque, but only the 
former variety is suitable for jewelry. 
Chemical composition: Silica, 33; zirconia, 
67. The zircon is the only gem stone 
which has the rare earth zirconia in its 
chemical composition. 

A very noticeable feature in connection 
with the jargoon is the very great varia- 
tion in hardness in different specimens of 
the mineral. 

This peculiarity is strikingly noticeable 
to a lapidary, for some stones are found to 
cut and polish with the utmost ease, while 
others drag and tear the wheel in such a 
way that the process is one of some diffi- 
culty. : 

So great is the difference in hardness re- 
ferred to, that it would seem that there are 
two or more varieties of the mineral which 
have not yet been diagnosed and classified. 

It is noteworthy that the difficulty has 
been met by the working lapidary, who 
roughly discriminates between the ap- 
parently different varieties by calling the 
hard ones zircon and the soft ones jargoon. 
The subject of the great variation in hard- 
ness of the jargoon has not, as far as I can 
ascertain, been mentioned by any other 
writer. 

When carefully examined with the spec- 
troscope, some specimens of zircon display 
a characteristic effect, discovered by Pro- 
fessor A. H. Church. Certain black absorp- 
tion bands are seen across the spectrum, 
which place the identity of the gem beyond 
doubt. 

Ceylon produces zircons of very fine qual- 
ity, and most of these stones upon the mar- 
ket are derived therefrom. Many beautiful 
specimens have also been found in Queens- 
land, some of which possess the wonder- 
ful brilliancy which I have alluded to in

a very marked degree, although, with re- 
gard to color, there seems to be a great 
sameness in the zircons from this locality. 

Together with many other kinds ef gems, 
large quantities of zircons are consigned to 
Europe and America from Ceylon in the 
“native cut’ state. As the real beauty of 
the gem depends upon the skilful handling 
of the lapidary, it is necessary for them 
to be accurately re-cut, in order to produce 
the great amount of brilliancy which the 
material can display. 

The name “zircon” is derived from the 
Arabic word “zerk,’’ meaning “a precious 
stone.” 

JACINTH. 

It is to the brownish .oney-colored va- 
riety of jargoon that the name of jacinth 
properly belongs, but the variety of garnet 
known as essonite, which resembles it some- 
what in color, is almost universally included 
in the term. Most probably the modern ja- 
cinth is the stone described by Theophra- 
tus, and known to the ancients by the name 
ot lyncurium. 

SPODU MENE. 

Spodumene is a mineral which generally 
occurs in dull grayish-green or greenish- 
white crystals, which are nearly always al- 
most opaque. Sometimes, however, they 
are a delicate primrcse yellow and also 
transparent. Although with considerable 
difficulty, owing to the mineral possessing 
a very perfect cleavage, such specimens may 
be cut and polished into brilliant and pleas- 
ing gem stones, 

Spodumene crystallizes in the monoclinic 
system; it also occurs massive, with a 
lamellar structure. It varies from trans- 
parent to opaque in different specimens. 
Luster vitreous, but pearly on cleavage 
planes; hardness 6.5-7, but very brittle; 
doubly refractive; specific gravity 8.2. Com- 
position (Hagen): Silica 66.14, alumina 
27.02, peroxide of iron 0.32, lithia 3.84, soda 
2.68. It is obtainable in Massachusetts and 
several other places in the United States, 
and in Brazil. 

HIpDENITE. 


The mineral spodumene also is found in 
bright green transparent crystals, which, 
when cut, form most effective gem stones, 
somewhat resembling green garnets. It is 
very seldom, however, that they can be ob- 
tained of sufficiently large dimensions to cut 
into gems. 

This variety of spodumene is called hid- 
denite, after W. E. Hidden, who first 
discovered it. It is also known as “lithia 
emerald.” It is at present only obtainable 
from Alexander County, N. C., and only 
in small quantities. 

Both the yellow spodumene and hidden- 
ite are rarely used in jewelry in Europe, al- 
though in the United States they were at 
one time in demand, owing to the interest 
attached to them from being produced in 
North America; they are, however, to be 
seen in collections of precious stones. One 
of the finest known specimens vf hiddenite 
is now in the Mineralogical Department of 
the British Museum at South Kensington. 
Sometimes crystals of spodumene are prim- 
rose yellow at one end and bright green at 
the other. 

KUNZITE. 

Recently another variety of the mineral

TOPAZ. 

The name topazius was applied by 
cients to the gems known to-day as peridot 
and chrysolite, and the gem which w 
know as topaz, to which the name was sul 
sequently applied, was only comparatively 


recently recognized as a distinct mineral 

At the present day some confusion exists 
with regard to the name of this gem, for 
in addition to the true topaz, sometimes 


called “Brazilian” topaz, there are the y 
low variety of sapphire, called “Ofiental’ 
topaz, a most lustrous gem of consideral 
value, and the yellow and brown quartz 
known as “Scotch,” or “cairngorm’” topa 
which is obtainable in large quantities, and 
is of little value. The true topaz, however 
resembles these stones only in color, and 
can be easily distinguished from them | 
the difference of the hardness and specific 
gravity, and also to the experienced eye th 
three stones present a very different appear- 
ance, even in cut and polished specimens 

The topaz is a transparent gem crystall! 
ing in the raombic system, generally occu! 
ring in right rhombic prisms, the crystals 
are usually differently terminated at the ex- 
tremities. It is doubly refractive and 
dichroic. The cleavage is highly perfect at 
right angles to the principal axis. Fracture, 
uneven to sub-conchoidal; luster vitreous; 
hardness, 8; specific gravity, 3.4—3.6; the 
chemical c-mpositi.n: silica 34.3, alumina 
5.74, fluorine 15.0.
